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NEW HOTEL SCENE 
OF DARING CAPTURE 
OF ALLEGED “DIPS” 


Women in Hysterics When 
Suspected Quartet Is Cor- 
nered in Hotel Elevator. 
Husky Resistance Put Up. 


LARGE SUMS TAKEN 
FROM SECRET POCKETS 


Festive Scenes at Opening of 
New Hotel Interrupted by 
Arrest of Alleged Gang of 
Pickpockets. 


While the opening festivities were 
im full blaze at the new Hotel Wine- 
coff early last night, an elevator con- 
taining three fashionably-garbed wo- 
men and two men descended from the 
top story to the third floor, where the 
door vpened to admit four men in 
flashy attire and broad-rimmed eye 


glasses. 

A fifth man entered directly behind 
them. As the car fell to the next 
floor, this man, who ts apparently 
thirty vears old, shouted to the eleva- 
tor boy: 

“Shut the emergency door. Let no 
one out. These men are pickpockets,” 

The women were thrown intc a panic. 

“Let us out,’ they screamed, “let us 
out.” 

The man who had given orders to 
the elevator driver tried to calm the 
women: 

“In just a second. We merely want 
to get these men in the hands of de- 
tectives outside. No one will be hurt,’ 

The women hysterically insisted. 
They crowded to the door. 
opened, Plainclothes Policemen 
and Patrick- stepped in. One of the 
four alleged pickpockets darted for the 
door. He was caught by the man who 
had accused him. The women fled to 
all parts of the flocr. 

Makes Daring Escape. 

Moon and Patrick took charge of 
two of the men, who showed no fight. 
The fourth escaped, taking flight down 
the stairway to the first floor. As the 
three prisoners and their captors 
who gave the name of W. M. Rayner, 
jerked free and ran through the crowd 
reached the,lwoby, Patrick’s captive, 
that swarmed about him to Peachtree 
street. He was caught just outside the 
doorway. 

Detectives Black and Bullard came 
und called for the patrol wagon 
from headquarters. A large crowd 
gathered, swarming the street and lob- 
by, and the hotel orchestra was called 
upon to play te subdue the buzz of ex- 
citement, which was accomplished only 
after the patrol] had carried the pris- 
oners to police station. 

There, they gave the names of W. M. 
tayner, aged 48, of Birmingham; G. 
lL. Peterson, aged 55, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., and . E. Barnard, of Louts- 
ville, Ky. They turned in sums less 
than $100 each at the station ser- 
geant’s desk, but, upon being searched 
by the detectives, disgerged in 
neighborhood of $900 from false pock- 
ets in their ciothing. Also, some val- 
uable stones. 

Trailed From Macon. 

The man who effected the spectacu- 
lar capture is D. B. Gilbert, a fire ad- 
uster, residing at the Aragon hotel. 


Jie had trailed the four accused “dips” 


from Macon, he told a reporter for The 
Constitution, where, he declares, they 
robbed him of $100 a few days ago. 
Last night he was attencine the 
opening of the W"necoff, and, while 
walking about the building, ran across 
the quartet, whom, he says, he inime- 
diately recognized as men who had 
jostled him in che Macon trolley car 
when his pockets were frisked. 

Iie notified the management, and 
was told .that numerous complaints 
had been made at the office of pocket 
picking. He started again over the 
hotel to locate the men. First, how- 
ever, he called police headquarters for 
asgistance. Chief Jett sent Moon and 
Patrick to the hotel. They were sta- 
tioned on the third floor to act under 
orders from Gilbert. 

On the next floor, Gilbert found his 
men. He says they had even been bold 
enough to try and lift a wallet from 
his pocket. He shadowed them to the 
elevator. As they walked in, he 
whispered into the ear of the driver: 

“Do what I tell you, now!” 

In a second later, the sensational 
capture came about. In the asacuffle 
that ensued with the man who gave 
the name of: Peterson, Gilbert received 
a severe kick in the left ankle which 
is likely to lay him up for a while. 
Both men rolled over the floor kicking, 
gouging and pulling hair. 


Detectives Search for Girl. 


The fourth man was uncaught. The 
detectives are looking over the city in 
search for him and a pretty young 
girl, whom, they believe and say, is 
working under cover for the alleged 
gang. Her presence is indicated, the 
police say, by letters found on the 


prisoners. 

None of the prisoners will talk. 
When first caught they insisted that 
they -were traveling men and were 
guests of the Winecoff. During the 
search of their clothing, however, they 
assumed an air of reticence. 

A pathetic incident occurred during 
the search of Barnard’s clothing when 
Detective Black found a_ registered 
money order receipt in a secret pocket 
of the prisoner's trousers. Barnard is 
only a youth, not older than twenty- 
four. He was searched in the detec- 
tive department in the presence of a 
group of detectives and reporters. 

As the fingers of John Black went 
through the trousers and produced two 
$100 bills from the secret receptacle, 
he found the registered letter receipt. 
It was for an amount of money sent to 
Mrs. A. R. Frankinburg at a New York 
city address. It was the only means 
of identification found on the prison- 
er’s clothes. 


Tears in Youth’s Eyes. 


As the youth’s eyes fell upon. the 
slip, they became watery. He turned 
his head in embarrassment. The de- 
tective, noting the evidence of tears, 
held the slip to Barnard’s view, say- 
ing: 

“Who is. it, kid, your mother?’ 

There was no reply... The prisoner 
broke into unrestrained tears. The 
detective handed him the register re- 
ceipt;: 

“Here, bo, take it. If it’s your moth-

The son, August A. Busch, who suc- 
ceeds his father in the management 
of the vast properties, is to have two 
shares of the trust, and his income 
consequently will be $750,000 a year, 
minus the provision he is required to 
make for his invalid brother Carl.

New York, October 30.—William Sul- 
zer’s conviction by the high court of 
impeachment and his removal] from 


office as governor of New York was 
thrown into the federal courts for re- 
view today by Willlam H. Moore, a 
printer. 

In a remarkable petition Moore al- 
leges that the control of the state 
Sovernment has passed from the peo- 
ple to a small group of citizens, and 
Sequentiy New York is no longer 
enjoying a republican form of govern- 
ment as guaranteed by the federal 
constitution. 

Moore seeks to have the court en- 
join Martin H. Glynn from exercising 
gubernatorial functions, prays for the 
restoration of office to Sulzer, attacks 
the assembly for arrogating to itself 
power to convene ' in extraordinary 
session and pass articles of impeach- 
ment, and petitions for an audit of 
state books. 

Sulzer, engaged in the height of a 
campaign for election to the assembly, 
ama surprise at the filing of tne 
suit. 

Moore confirmed Sulzer’s statement 
that Sulzer knew nothing about the 
suit before it was filed. 

Moore has been active in democratic 
politics and in the typographical 
union. He was a candidate for ap- 
pointment by Governor Sulzer as state 
labor commissioner. Publishers of The 
New York World said that, aithough 
Moore was one of their employees, 
they did not bring the suit, and that 
the newspaper was in no way con- 
nected with it.

“The garbage is not near as wet at 
this season of the year as it is during 
the summer time when there are plen- 
ty of watermelon rinds and vegetable 
matter,” he said. “The plant has been 
burning all right up to a few days 
ago when its capacity dropped down 
considerably.” 

Chief Jentzen intimated that the de- 
partment will be forced to resort to 
the dump piles next week unless the 
plant can be put in working order over 
Sunday.

Prac- 
tically all the southern states have depart- 
ments devoted to history, equipped with an 
appropriation large enough to permit of the 
reclaiming of documents before they become 
too illegible for use, and for their editing 
and publication in fitting form. 

It is true that Lucien L. Knight is en- 
gaged on a portion, and a very important 
portion, of the work in behalf of the state, 
but the bulk of it remains untouched. Un- 
less public sentiment arouses to action the 
day will come when it will be too late for the 
most skilled and consecrated historian to 
make intelligent reading out of the mass of 
obscure clues and half-told stories and 
legends now buried in this ancient data. 

The legislature could do the reputation 
of Georgia a service by making provision for 
a completion of the undertaking at one time.

TREATMENT OF FLOORS. 


Floors now are usually of hardwood and 
are only kept handsome at a large expendi- 


ture of time, patience and labor. There is 
no better finish for a 


maple, oal or white 
pine i!%or than to fill 
all ecrevic«* and cracks 
with white s..ellac and 
then apply wax evenly 
with a weighted polish- 
ing cloth. Do not polish 
when applying the wax, 
but let it stand some 
hours and then go over 
it with the heavy brush 
that is made for the 
purpose. This is a very 
simple finish, but it 
ceeps floors bright for 
months if they are 
dusted with an ordinary 
broom over. which a 
woolen cloth is tied and 
then rubbed with the 
weight once a week. 
3efore any finish or 
stain is applied to a 
floor it must be clean. 
using a mop and all 
the water vou can carry, indeed this way 
fills the pores of the wood so full of water 
that it takes days for it to dry out properly. 

If the floors are new they will only 
need sweeping and dusting. If old, remove 
the stains with a brush and cloth, and wa- 
ter containing ammonia., Dry as you work, 
and if there are grease spots use gasoline 
on them after the floor is dry. Rough places 
on old floors should be sandpapered. 

Old may be stained to match the 
rugs so easily that one wonders why it is 
not oftener done. Purchase two packages of 
dye the color you want the floor: seal brown 
will make a fine walnut tone. Burnt sienna 
dissolved in boiling water gives a beautiful 
mahogany stain Raw sienna makes a fine 
sunny on light woods. Dissolve the 
dye or the dry paint powder In boiling wa- 
ter and apply it to the floor with a long- 
handled brush while hot. As soon as dry 
rub with a dry cloth and then with an oiled 
cloth mop. 

An mop may made 
it may used on painted, 
Stained floors. Buy a cotton 
worth of paraffine oil. 
in this until it is saturated’ and it 
ready to use. It will last for six months 
when more oil must be used on it. This 
mop must not be used for any other pur- 
pose than for polishing the floors.

Southern pine-is one of the best all-round 
interior uses and it is wonder- 
low in price; at a recent exposition 
ideal homes this wood was shown in 
twenty-one shades and with both dull and 
high finish, It was said that the 
resinous quality of the wood made it re- 
quire varnish than any other sort.

Other great 
poems of his brought even less. His stories, 
of which will endure as long as there 
English literature, were rewarded by 
trivial sums and fame, but the fame never 
softened the pinch of poverty during his 
life, never provided him with means to fight 
the insidious sickness of his beloved wife. 

Probably there were periods in the life 
of Poe when his monthly earnings were 
hardly half the sum his letter brought six 
decades after his death. The proud south- 
erner had almost to beg for work with which 
to earn his daily bread. He had to write 
“pot boilers” to nauseation that he might 
have food and maintian a roof over his head. 

Dead, he has world fame, when it means 
nothing to him. Alive, fame was grudging- 
ly granted him, by no means in measure 
warranted by his genius and his works, 
while of prosperity he knew nothing. 

The contemporary Croesus of Poe’s time 
lies in a forgotten grave. Poe’s grave in 
the old Westminster churchyard in Balti- 
more is a shrine. 

It is a world of posthumous prosperity 
for genius, and present pleasure, profit and 
position for aceumulative mediocrity.

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS DE MAUBREUIL EMPLOYED TO ASSASSINATE NAPOLEON? 


On the morning of January 21, 1827, when 
the court and royal family were celebrating 
the anniversary of the death of Louis XVI 
in the Cathedral of St. Denis, the Marquis 
d’Arvault, who was better known as De 
Maubreuil, slapped Talleyrand, Prince de 
Bonvenuto, publicly in_the face after the 
conclusion of the ceremonies. 

De Maubreulil, who figured constantly be- 
fore the public during the latter years of the 
First Empire and in the Restoration, was 
instantly arrested. When he was importuned 
as to why he committed this insult, he said: 
“I struck him to force him to give me the 
explanation he refuses me, and to avenge 
the honor of my family, which he has im- 
pugned. In the proceedings that I hope may 
follow this assault, I trust France will de- 
cide between him who planned and ordered 
the assassination of Napoleon and his son 
and him who took it upon himself not to 
execute an order which would have been the 
most infamous violation of a treaty known 
among civilized mankind.” 

At his trial De Maubreull stated that Tal- 
leyrand had sent for him on the evening of 
April 2, 1814, and told him that he deserved 
the confidence of the government of the 
Restoration. He said: “He threw his gla- 
mor over me for a moment. I was ambitious 
then. He promised me a dukedom, a pen- 
sion of one hundred thousand francs and the 
rank of lieutenant-general. I fell into his 
Snare. I accepted his infamous commission. 

“I was to kill Napoleon and his son. The 
order was explicit. I engaged to undertake 
it. Then it was I fell. Let Angles, the most 
bitter of my foes, appear and contradict me. 
I could lead him to the very sofa upon 
which he sat when he gave me my instruc- 
tions.” 

In spite of this defense, De Maubreuil 
was condemned to five years’ imprisonment 
and ten years’ surveillance. 

De Matbreuil was really born of a high 
family in Brittany, and inherited his title of 
Marquis d’Arvault about the same time that 
Napoleon became Emperor. He ingratiated 
himself into the favor of Napoleon, who 
promised him, he claimed, the very lucrative 
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and responsible post of commissary-general 
for the army in Germany. 

This promise was withdrawn, however, 
through the influence of a high functionary 
in the war -office, and De Maubreuil became 
a bitter enemy to Napoleon and the admin- 
istration. Misfortunes were fast crowding 
around the imperial throne, and De Mau- 
breuil took delight in the downfall of his 
former master. 

De Maubreuil was officially sent by Tally- 
rand’s chief secretary, Laborde, to have a 
secret interview with the Emperor Alexan- 
der at his headquarters at the Hotel St. 
Florentin. There can be no doubt that the 
Russian emperor gave him a commission; 
but the question is, What was it? The of- 
ficial orders he received are silent on the 
nature of his secret service, but it seems 
incredible that it should have been what he 
affirmed—an order to assassinate Napoleon 
on his way to Elba. 

It is hard to beHeve that the Emperor 
Alexander, King Frederick William, Talley- 
rand, Dupont, an old officer of the Empire, 
but above all Bourrienne, who was for years 
Napoleon's private secretary, would have 
given their open sanction to such treachery 
and such a crime. Yet De Maubreuil always 
declared that this was his commission, and 
that he accepted it only in order to become 
the protector of him whom he was pledged 
to destroy. 

Napoleon was aware that De Maubreuil 
claimed that Talleyrand had attempted to 
bribe him to assassinate him, and had him 
arrested on March 28, 1815, but before the 
trial took place, he succeeded in escaping 


| through the aid of a young officer of the 


king’s musketeers. He wandered in different 
countries and reached Paris almost as soon 
as the court after the battle of Waterloo 
He was again arrested two years later, and 
again escaped, this time to England, where 
he published an account of the order to as- 
sassinate Napoleon. 

Talleyrand, who long was a great admirer 
of Napoleon, had been estranged from him 
at the time De Maubreuil claimed that he 
negotiated with him for the murder of the 
general, but history fails to credit the story, 
and instead discredits the adventurous Mar- 
quis d’'Arvault, who was engaged in so many 
questionable enterprises.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash” 


Constantinople is the capital of the Turk- 
ish empire, and is situated at the extreme 
eastern end.of southern Europe, being quar- 
antined from the rest of the world on three 
sides by water, and on the fourth by a high 
brick wall. It contains over 1,000,000 people, 
and about twice that number of dogs, sev- 
eral of whom are sleek and in good health. 

Constantinople is a great seaport. it 
sticks out in the sea of Marmora, and has 
a harbor six miles long and half a mile wide, 
like the North River at New York. There 
is a bridge across the hurbor and whenever 
the nations of Europe have nothing else to 
do they debate over the question of build- 
ing a draw in this bridge, so as to let the 
navy of Russia out of the Black sea. 

Constantinople has 300 mosques, 1,000 
Turkish baths, 10,000 harems and one rail- 
road. The railroad runs up the country to 
Adrianople, and going down to the 8:45 train 
is a favorite diversion in Constantinople, just 
as it is in Podunk. Constantinople also has 
a Street cleaner, but he is very old and fee- 
ble, and hasn't worked for years. 

When Constantine became Roman em- 
peror he wanted an eastern capital, and 
picking out an old used up town named By- 
zantium he rebuilt it and called it Constan- 
tinople. This was about 1,600 years aco. 
Since then Constantinople has had a varie- 
gated history, and a great many generals 
into it at va- 
rious times. In 1453 the Turks captured it, 
and stuck a crescent on top’ of the Church 
of St. Sophia, which is a lumpy brick and 
stone structure, about as large as Mount 
Washington. Ever since then Constantino- 
ple has been excessively Turkish. The only 
plug hat in the town is in the national mu- 
seum, but the streets assay 1,000 fezzes to 
the block. 

Although Constantinonols Is a strange and 
foreign city, with uncouth customs ani 
habits which date back a thousand years, 
life is very safe within ‘ts borders. The 
pedestrian may travel for years without be- 
ing run down by a street car or automobile,

in a warrow street.” 
killed by a bolt from a skyscraper, blown up 
by sewer gas from a mauhole or crushed in 
a subway jam. Once in a while some reck- 
less tourish gets caught in a narrow street 
and starves before he can be released, but 
otherwise life is healthy in Constantinople— 
especially to those who have lost the sense 
of smell. The city is 1,600 years old, but 
many of the smells bexan business before 
it was built, and are still strong and vig- 
orous.

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BEARS IN WHEAT 
PUT PRIGES DOWN 


Crop Conditions in Argentina 
and Australia Good--Wheat 
Closed 1-8 to 1-4 Cent Un- 
der Previous Day. 


Chicago, October 30.—Bears had the 
advantage today in wheat on account 
of more reassuring crop conditions in 
Argentina and Australia. Despite the 
that covering by shorts rallied, 
the market there was a weak tone at 
the close, with prices %c to %@\ec 
under last night. Corn finished un- 
changed to %@%%c higher, oats off a 
shade to %c and provisions varying 
from 10c decline to a rise of 2% @5c. 

Cable reports from Buenos Aires de- 
clared that the crop outlook on wheat 
was far from justifying the bullish 
reports of the previous day. It was 
flatly asserted that the circumstances 
did not warrant any uneasiness re- 
garding damage or because of alleged 
backwardness of growth. On the con- 
trary, the prospect was said to be dis- 
inctly favorable. Selling pressure that 
resulted here received additional em- 
phasis from enlargement of estimates 
of the probable yield in Australia. 
Buying at the decline reached a lib- 
eral total, and was supposed to be 
chiefly for a prominent speculator, who 
of late had been active in selling the 
market short. Recovery in prices was 
helped by spot purchasing here and at 
Minneapolis on milling account. The 
upturn, HMowever, failed to overcome 
all of the early loss. 

Corn developed strength, owing to 
reports that the country was selling 
Wheat next to nothing, despite ad- 
vanced premiums. It also Was assert- 
ed that shipping call from the east had 
much improved. The late strength in 
the market contrasted decidedly with 
sentiment’ during the first half of the 
day, when prices suffered owing to 4 
forecast of warmer weather west of 
the Mississippl. 

Oats rallied with corn, though not cto 
the same extent. Most of the day tue 
cereal was under heavy short selling 
pressure, 

In the main provisions held steady. 
There wa sa fairly good outside in- 
quiry based on the outlook for corn 
and hogs.

Department of Education Advo- 
cated by Southern Teachers 
at Nashville Convention. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 380.—The 
establishment of a national department 
of education, with a place in the cab-

by Professor J. Keyes, superin- 
tendent of Nashville public schools, in 
an address delivered tonight before 
the Southern Educational association, 
which convened here for a three-day 
session.
